The law as amended last 
year, states explicitly that no person 
shall t)e alh wed to casta ballot of 
any political 'p*rtv In ^ |>rimiry 
election unless the voter Is registered 
as a member of the party whose bal¬ 
lot he (wishes lo to cast. Therefore, 
if you wish to vole either the Demo¬ 
cratic or Republican ballot in the 
primary, make up your mind before 
lime to register. 

9. If you have registered as an 
Independent or as a member of a 
minority party, or M you have rofus 
ed to tell the registrar what your 
politics are can you vote at the pri 
mary Y 

No. if your name does not ap¬ 
pear on the polls \on cannot vote the 
ballot of either party. There will be 
no billots of any other party.
